SCHOOL AND FINANCIAL REPORTS 
OF THE SCHOOL BOARD 


For THE YEAR ENDING FEB: 15, 1900. 


‘“Tearning by study must be won; 
’Twas ne’er entailed from son to son.’’ 


I suppose the object of the school report is to give 
every citizen, who has not been able to visit the schools, 
a glimpse into the condition of the schools for the cur- 
rent year ; to callattention to methods of work and to the 
needs, and so arouse a greater interest in the foundation 
work of our future men and women. 

No sickness has entered our schools, and the attend- 
ance has been good. Nos. 1, 3, 4 and 12 have had three 
terms of eleven weeks each. No. 7 has had twenty- 
seven weeks; No. 8, twenty-one weeks. ‘The class work 
in our schools is improving. In Miss Clark’s report of 
last year, she says: ‘‘We see a marked improvement in 
the study of grammar.’’ ‘The study of grammar has con- 
tinued, and the application of the study is apparent. 


However, we think one of the imperative needs of our 


schools is the study and use of good English. ‘‘Con- 
versation classes’’ in English are much needed. 

Correct speech in youth would do much toward fin- 
ished speech in later years. Every patron of our schools 
should be interested in this effort to encourage correct 
speech in our mother tongue. Forty-seven pupils have 


‘studied grammar this year: 


Another matter which concerns the patron is the ac- 
commodations of the primary room. Every term this 
year there have been ten pupils, sometimes more, whose 
feet cannot touch the floor when seated. If the required 
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limit age, six years, is reached by the child, he should ae 


have a comfortable seat. All educators agree that the 
most rapid growth in the human brain takes place during 
the first seven years of a child’s life. If the little mental es 
work which a child of these years needs could be kinder- 
garten work, we believe we would have better pupils 1 in 
the higher grades. ! 

To the Teachers: Notwithstanding the small wages 
you receive, we would urge you to attend a summer in- 
stitute once in two years. One learns new methods of 
presenting old truths; the exchange of thoughts with 
fellow teachers is valuable. Nature study is fast becom- 
ing one of the regular studies in the public school sys- 
tem. ‘I‘wo weeks’ study under Miss Mary C. Dickerson, 
or other good teacher, would give you an introduction 
which would open a large field of beautiful, yet unknown, 
wa nature in your native town and increase your power as at ; ry 
teacher in all departments. .
